REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach including at least two individual thermal insulating supports respectively 
having a heating element thereon and an opening formed between the two insulating 
supports for allowing electrolyte to flow therethrough as shown in figure 2. The closest 
prior art is considered to include Mathieu (US 6,042,712) and Shirley (US 6,830,619). 
However, nothing in any of the prior art of record suggests forming more than one 
insulating support in the electrolyte flow as claimed.
